MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO CONSTRUCT 

METAL ROAD TO LOUISVILLE 



The road builders school, held in 
Lexington last week, and attended by 
road engineers, county judges and 
members of fiscal courts from all 
over the state, was one of the most 
successful ever held in the state. 
Those who attended from Owensboro 
were County Judge C. W. Wells. 
County Engineer J. W. Spurrier, As- 
sistant Engineer H. W. Taylor and 
Commonissioners W. N. Horn and 
W. G. Riney and A. W. Holder of 
Whitesville. Hugh Crozer, divisional 
engineer, with headquarters at 
Owensboro, also attended the meet- 
County Engineer Spurrier and VI r 
Crozer discussed gravel roads at the 
meeting, and much interest was man- 
ifested by those in attendance in this 
subject. Mr. Taylor read a paper 
road bookkeeping. 

Plan Highway To Louisville. 
One of the results of the meeting 
wu the movement inaugurated to 
construct a metal road from Hender- 
son county to Louisville. Within the 
next two weeks rcpresenatives from 
Henderson, Daviess, Hancock, Breck- 
inridge, Meade and Hardin counties 
will hold a meeting to discuss a route 
for the highway. Daviess county has 
a metal road from the Henderson to 
Um Hancock county line. Mr. Spur- 



rier is in favor of a route by the way 
of Fordsville, then through Breckin- 
ridge and Meade counties to West 
Point where a junction could be made 
with the Dixie highway into Louis- 
ville. 

Prospects Are Fine. 

Mr Spurrier says that the prospects 
arc better for good roads in the state 
than ever before and that the dele- 
gates were enthusiastic over the plans 
for the coming year. He says the gov- 
ernment appropriations will be much 
more this year than before and will 
enable the road workers to carry out 
their plans for improving the roads. 

At the close of the meeting resolu- 
tions were passed asking the next 
legislature to enact laws to provide 
for the establishment and financing 
of a state road system of through 
highways built and maintained en- 
tirely by the state and federal gov- 
ernment. It is also urged that such a 
system be provided at once, and that 
it be financed by a state levy of SO 
cents on each $100 worth of taxable 
property and by doubling the present 
automobiles fees. It was also asked 
that provision be made to assist the 
counties in the construction and 
maintenance of roads other than 
those included in the state road sys- 
tem. — Owensboro Messenger. 



April 27 to May 4, 1919 will be 
Children's Week. This will be a Con- 
tinent-Wide Campaign to emphasize 
the religious education of children. 
The recent world war has attracted 
the attention of all patriotic men and 
women to the enormous value of 
childhood and the urgent need of con- 
serving the young life of a nation if 
that nation is to live.

Something else is need- 
ed and that is trained consciences 
and wills, consciences which know 
right from wrong as defined by the 
Christ, and wills which can force sel- 
fish mortals to obey their consciences, 
to deny themselves and follow the 
great Master in service to others. 

At least thirteen million of the 
twenty-five millions of children under 
twelve years of age are receiving no 
religious education whatever. In May 
1917, under the direction of the Inter- 
national Sunday School Association, 
a Cantnent Wide Cradle Roll Week 
was observed for the purpose of em- 
phasizing the Christian nature of 
babies. This led to thousands of bab- 
ies being enrolled as Cradle Roll 
members of the Sunday Sshools of 
the United States, and thousands of 
mothers and fathers became inter- 
ested in the church life. This led to 
the observance of Children's Week in 
1»18. The success of the study of 
childhood during that week and the 
I bringing of parents with teachers in 
'the Sunday Schools and public 
schools brought whole communities 
to thinking of the spiritual need of 
their children In 1919 an interesting 
program for the week has been pre- 
pared and can be secured from the 
Kentucky Sunday School Associa- 
tion.
